Borough commander's promise to criminal fraternity... 

YOU WILL SEE MY 
OFFICERS SOON 


POLICE swooped on locations 
across the borough on Wednesday as 
part of a crackdown on criminality. 

Barking and Dagenham Police 
officers were joined by specialist 
units to carry out arrests, search 
warrants and licensing enforcement 
as part of Operation Big Wing. 

Senior officers described the one- 
day raids as the ‘most wide ranging’ 
to date. 

Barking and Dagenham Police 
Borough Commander Andy Ewing 
had issued a warning to criminals on 
the eve of the campaign. 

He said: “To those who victimise 
the people of Barking and 
Dagenham, you will see my officers 
soon.” 

Officers carried out street briefin¬ 
gs and police surgeries throughout 
the day to inform the public on what 
was being done to tackle crime and 
disorder. 

Among the most high profile 
arrests were those wanted on war¬ 
rant, gang members, burglars and 
domestic violence suspects. 

Commander Ewing added: 
“Through Operation Big Wing we 
are sending a strong message that 
crime is not tolerated in Barking and 
Dagenham and I ask the community 
to join with us by continuing to pro¬ 
vide information about crime and 
criminals in your area.” 

He appealed for more people to 
come forward to help officers. 

“Tell us, we will listen and we 
will take action,” he said. 

Chief Supt Simon Letchford of the 
Met’s Territorial Policing Command 
said the operation was about show¬ 
ing local people that officers were 
listening to their concerns. 

He added: “We are here to serve 
the public, and we hope today’s 
activity will be one way of showing 
some of what we do every day to 
make London safer for our commu¬ 
nities.”

Diabetes rates set to soar 


DIABETES is predicted to rise by 
50 per cent in Barking and 
Dagenham in the next 20 years 
because of increased obesity. 

Latest research shows the borough 
already has one of the highest rates 
in Britain, but that is about to boom. 

Now two of the borough’s top 
officials have been called to a meet¬ 
ing of Barking and Dagenham 
Council’s health and adult services 
select committee on March 6, to 
explain how the problem can be 
eased. 

A report due to be presented at the 
meeting concludes: “Sources indi¬ 


cate that diabetes is expected to 
increase by about 50 per cent over 
the next twenty years in Barking 
and Dagenham as related condi¬ 
tions such as obesity continue to 
rise.” 

The Joint Strategic Needs 
Assessment (JSNA) estimated that 
at least 1,642 people remained 
undetected as having the condition 
as of November 2012. 

Councillor Maureen Worby, 
Cabinet Member for Health and the 
Chair of the Health and Wellbeing 
Board and Dr Waseem Mohi, Chair 
of the Barking and Dagenham 


Clinical Commissioning Group 
(CCG), have been invited to speak. 
They aim to explain why the rate in 
Barking and Dagenham was 2.1 per 
cent per 100 on the diabetes regis¬ 
ter, in comparison to 1.6 per cent 
nationally and in London. 

In 2010/11 the costs for anti-dia¬ 
betes items (per diabetic patient) 
was found to be higher than any 
other Outer North East London 
(ONEL) Borough. 

The committee is particularly 
concerned that residents may not be 
managing their condition as effec¬ 
tively as they could be. 


Although poor diet is key to the 
rise, NHS managers criticised GPs 
and other professionals not rein¬ 
forcing the importance of the 
Health Checks and actively encour¬ 
aging patients to have their annual 
check up. 

Members also found that although 
an excellent level of support was 
given through the Barking and 
Dagenham Diabetes Support 
Group, this was aimed at older peo¬ 
ple who lived with type 2 diabetes 
and that there was not a support 
group within the Borough which 
gave help to younger people.

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Council gets tough 
on dog owners 


A CRACKDOWN on danger¬ 
ous dogs could see two parks in 
the borough made canine-free 
zones. 

Waltham Forest Council said 
it will consult on introducing 
its plans to make the borough’s 
parks and open spaces 'more 
pleasant and safe'. 

The parks affected are 
Thomas Gamuel Park, off 
Boundary Road, and Lloyd 
Park, Forest Road, El 7, 
although many more will be 
designated for dogs on leads 
only. 

Deputy council leader Clyde 
Loakes said: “We’re consulting 
residents on whether to put in 
place new orders that mean 
dogs must be kept on leads in a 
number of parks and open 
spaces and excluding dogs 
from other areas altogether. 

“We’ve listened to park 
users, reviewed information 
gathered by our Dog 
Enforcement Team, and 
assessed problems reported to 
the council around anti-social 
behaviour demonstrated by 
irresponsible dog owners.” 

The dog crackdown will also 
see proposed introduction of 
control orders that reduce the 
maximum number of dogs that 
a person can walk at one time 
from six dogs to four. It will 
also become an offence for a 


owners not to pick up after 
their fouling dogs at burial 
sites, cemeteries and all public 
car-parks. 

The following areas are pro¬ 
posed to be added to the sched¬ 
ule for areas where dogs must 
be kept on leads: 

• Higham Hill Recreation 
Ground, Sutton Road, El7 

• Jubilee Park, Marsh Lane 
E10 

• Kitchener Road Park, 
Kitchener Road, El7 

• Langthorne Park, Birch 
Grove, Ell 

• Lloyd Park Forest Road, 
E17 

• Ridgeway Park, The 
Ridgeway, Old Church Road, 
E4 

• St James Park, Essex Road 
E17 

• All cemeteries and public 
car-parks. 

The enforcement team has 
vowed to continue pursuing 
offenders through the courts, 
with action against two dog 
owners in the last week. 

Ben Norton, 37, of Farmer 
Road, Leyton, pleaded guilty at 
Thames Magistrates Court, on 
February 19 to allowing his 
dog to be dangerously out of 
control in Forest Road. 

He was ordered to pay £950 
in costs and was issued with a 
Dog Control Order, requiring 


him to walk his dog on a har¬ 
ness, muzzle and lead at all 
times in a public place. 

The next day the Dog 
Enforcement Team joined 
police in a raid at an address in 
Grove Road, Walthamstow. An 
allegedly banned breed of dog 
was discovered at the address 
and seized. 

Cllr Loakes added: “Yet 
again we have shown that we 
will not tolerate people who 
keep banned breeds or allow 
their dogs to be out of control 
in this borough. 

“In Waltham Forest we have 
one of the largest Dog 
Enforcement Teams in the cap¬ 
ital and are the only borough to 
actively enforce the Dangerous 
Dogs Act. If you have a pit bull 
type dog or allow your dog to 
be dangerously out of control 
in this borough you’ll quite 
simply find yourself explain¬ 
ing your actions in court.” 

The news comes just weeks 
after two other cases were 
heard in court resulting in one 
defendant being subjected to a 
ten month Supervision 
Requirement Community 

Order and ordered to pay £700 
compensation to the victim. 

The other led to the issuing 
of another Dog Control Order 
along with a bill for costs 
totalling £1,500.

PEOPLE will be fined for spit¬ 
ting and urinating in the street. 

“It’s horrible to witness and 
leaves an unsanitary mess on 
our paths and pavements,” said 
Councillor Clyde Loakes, 
Deputy Leader and Cabinet 
Member for Environment. 

“Why people think it is 
acceptable to indulge in what 
must be the most anti-social of 
all behaviours is a mystery to all 
right-minded people, but the 
fact is they do. 

“Anecdotally we know that 
there are some problems, and 
obviously in areas with a night¬ 
time economy drinkers can 
sometimes relieve themselves 
in alleyways and the like.” 

The Council carried out a 
number of focus group sessions 
with residents to gauge how 
they felt about where they lived. 
Interviews with residents 
proved conclusive. 

Cllr Loakes added: “As I say, 
I don’t believe the vast majority 
of people need telling that it is 
wholly disgusting and entirely 
inappropriate in a public place, 
but patently there are some who 
require a form of sanction to 
bring them in line with the 
expected behaviour of everyone 
in our community.

Mrs Woods, of Warwick 
Road, Chingford, said: “When 
young children need to go they 
can’t wait and when you have 
no public toilets and businesses 


who don’t want people using 
there amenities, then there are 
two options drive home, which 
is unrealistic, or go in public. 

“Of course, urinating in pub¬ 
lic is disgusting but there will 
be times when someone has 
genuinely done all they can to 
find a toilet without any luck. 

“The council has created this 
problem by taking our public 
toilets away.”

WOODFORD 
BRAVE MUD 


Cross Country 


With freezing conditions it 
was not the most attractive of 
expeditions to the northern 
wastes of Sunderland fRt the 
National Cross Country 
Championships. 

Woodford were unlucky in 
the lead-up to the race losing 
Darren Southcott to a job 
interview in Switzerland and 
Angus Holford to tonsillitis. 
Barring accidents, it was easy 
to predict five of the scoring 
six, but who would close the 
team was more open. 

The men's race was the 
10th of the day on a course 
that had been churned 
through and re-churned to the 
point where finding a metre 
of firm going was a rarity 
amongst the thick, deep, wet, 
cold mud. 

Team manager, Terry 
McCarthy, had found it diffi¬ 
cult to drum up interest in 
this race, the Sunderland 


venue not being the most 
popular. 

Martyn Cryer, leading the 
Ken Bray Trophy consistency 
ranking this winter, set him¬ 
self his usual targets of "gold, 
silver and bronze", being in 
this case top 40, 50 and 60. 

At the halfway mark he was 
roughly on track, but one 
tough bend where he almost 
fell and lost half a dozen 
positions set off a negative 
chain reaction in which, in 
his words, "I was beaten by 
the mud". 

Bertie Powell ran last 
week's Southern while ill, 
and was only recovering at 
the tail-end of this week. He 
said pre-race he would be 
happy with top 200 but he ran 
far better and almost caught 
Cryer with a mile to go 
before finishing 10 seconds 
down in 132nd place.Wood¬ 
ford's 21st place was well 
down on the performances of 
recent years. 


The club were 10th South¬ 
ern club but it was notable 
that only 18 clubs from the 
Southern region closed 6 
men! Just 3 Essex clubs did 
so - apart from Woodford 
there were Newham in 7th 
and Eton Manor in 72nd. 
Woodford were also one of 
just 37 clubs to close 9 men, 
finishing 22nd. 

Team Manager Terry 
McCarthy underlined the 
club's philosophy that "It's 
the National - we have to rep¬ 
resent the club in the Nation¬ 
al, however strong our team 
may be. 

“It's sport and we shall take 
the rough with the smooth. 
And all this mud and shiver¬ 
ing - it's part of what makes 
the National such a great 
event." 

Four Woodettes made the 
journey north for the Senior 
Women's fixture; while two 
others contested the Junior 
Women's fixture. 


Solomon takes 
silver medal 

CANAAN Solomon took silver medal for 
Woodford Green Athletics Club in the under 15 
boys race at the South of England Cross Coun¬ 
try Championships at Parliament Hill. 

Solomon was only four seconds behind sur¬ 
prise winner Alex Hampson (Nene Valley Har¬ 
riers) and the same as his own advantage on 
Heme Hill's Ed Olsen in third. 

Behind Solomon in the places stakes came 
Ed Shepherd (U20M) who finished just outside 
the medals in fourth place, 10 seconds down on 
the bronze medallist in the 8km race - a fine 
effort in his first winter with the club.
